FERTILIZING 
WINTER WHEAT AND OATS 

Our winter wheat and oats look 
good this year, February 1-15 is the 
appropriate time to spring fertilize 
this crop in Coffee County. 

As a general rule of thumb, these 
green crops need 60-80 units of Ni- 
trogen at this growth stage. Research 
has shown that there is no advantage 
to split applications in the spring in 
this area. You will also want to add 
20 units of sulfur in the sulfate form. 
Last year we saw a lot of sulfur defi- 
ciencies in our small grains late in 
the spring. So especially on your 
sandy soils, you need to add 20 units 
of sulfur. Considering all of the rain 
we have had, the sulfur will leach 
through the sand but will attach itself 
to the clay layer. 

I have not seen too much of a 
problem with the Hessian fly, but no 
one knows for sure how great a pres- 
sure they may present later this 
spring.

AGRICULTURAL INPUTS 

There is great uncertainty in the 
economy today. Fluctuating oil pric- 
es, a troubled real estate sector, a 
growing government deficit, and the 
war in the Middle East are all con- 
tributing to public unease and the 
possibility of recession. Given this 
situation, the outlook is for limited 
growth in the farm economy but re- 
sulting in slightly lower net farm in- 
comes in 1991, 

Cash receipts for crops are ex- 
pected to increase in 1991, while 
Steady livestock receipts are antici- 
pated, Reduced deficit Government 
payments and higher production ex- 
penses will overshadow the rise in 
cash receipts, resulting in net cash 
income below the record 1990 level. 
Net farm income is expected to de- 
cline.

Agricultural inputs is a diverse 
topic encompassing land, seeds, fer- 
tilizers, pesticides, farm machinery, 
repairs, feeds, labor, employment 
taxes, credit, livestock, animal health 
products, energy, water, farm struc 
tures, trucks, and a host of other 
goods and services purchased by 
farmers, 

The outlook for farm inputs con- 
sumption and expenditure in 1991 
will be heavily influenced by the re- 
cent rise in energy prices and expect- 
ed increase in row crop acreage. 
U.S. farmers are expected to spend 
between $127 and $133 billion in 
1991 for agricultural inputs, repre- 
senting a 3-6 percent increase from 
the estimated 1991 level. Even if 
1991 planted acreage remains near 
1990 levels, higher manufactured in- 
put prices will push aggregate input 
expenses above 1990 levels. Much 
of the farm expenditure increase in 
1991 is related directly or indirectly 
to the rise in energy prices through- 
out the country. 

Petroleum prices dropped almost 
continuously between 1982 and 
1986. Since 1986, crude oil prices 
were relatively stable through mid- 
1990, If the world price of crude oil 
averages $30 per barrel in 1991 
compared with earlier expectations 
of $21, then farm energy expenses 
will likely rise by 10 to 15 percent. 

Higher prices for most purchased 
inputs will require application of ef- 
fective cost contro] measures.

SHIPMENTS 
TO SAUDI ARABIA 

Kenneth Hall, National Program 
Leader, Food Science, Washington, 
D.C., has asked the Extension Ser- 
vice to please disseminate the fol- 
lowing information to the public: 

Mail to Armed Forces in Saudi 
Arabia should be restricted to only 
letters and audio/video cassettes. 
Shipment of food of any form should 
be suspended, This is a voluntary re- 
striction of shipments to Saudi Ara- 
bia. 

All packages entering Saudi Ara- 
bia are being monitored, and the 
monitoring is delaying shipments 10 
days to 2 weeks. If you add that de- 
lay to the already 14 to 30 day tran- 
sient time, i could take six weeks 
for packages to reach their destina- 
tion. At this time we encourage you 
not to send anything other than let- 
ters and tapes. 

As you know, damage in ship- 
ment and monitoring can affect food 
safety of products, and at this time 
we are being assured that our men 
have ample food -- perhaps not what 
they most desire but certainly nour- 
ishing food. 

At this time, there is no formal 
post office restriction for packages. 
However, we encourage you to sup- 
port this effort by spreading this 
message to families and friends of 
our service people in Saudi Arabia.

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WHERE'S THE RED LIGHT...This seems to be the question everyone is asking after last Tuesday's automobile 
accident at the intersection of Al. Highway 87N (Troy Highway)and Al. 203 (the by-pass). A Nissan pick-up driv- 
en by Sherrie Stewart and a Chevrolet pick-up driven by Wallace Taylor, both of Elba. The accident occurred at 
approximately 8 a.m. and both victims were taken to Elba General Hospital where Mr. Taylor was treated and re- 
leased and Mrs. Stewart was taken a Dothan hospital where she was treated for fractured bones in her right foot. 
This was the second serious accident at this intersection in less than two months. On December 19, 1990, a three 
car pile-up sent one young lady to the. hospital with serious injuries. According to officials, there have been several 
accidents at this location since the by-pass was constructed. The intersection is referred to by officials as a “safe in- 
tersection” because of the unobstructed view for several hundred feet in all four directions. A caution light was in- 
stalled at the intersection after the first few accidents, but officials stated that it appeared additional traffic signals 
are NEEDED. The state highway department has jurisdiction over the installation of traffic control devices on all 
state and federal roads with in the state (including with in the city limits). Mayor Fred Moore who was at the scene 
of the accident, stated that he would asked that the state once again “take a look at this problem.” He said that this 
has already been done earlier, but the state deemed a red light was not necessary. (Editor's Note: We all know 
the history of this intersection so less all be a little. no, a LOT MORE PARTICULAR at this intersection!)

The City of Elba plans another 
Town Meeting for Sunday, March 
17, to show appreciation for what 
has been done for and by the people 
of Elba during the past year. Council 
member Randy Bedsole, who han- 
died the planning for the last town 
meeting, will also head the planning 
for this event. 

Bedsole said that with the Ameri- 
can troops presently fighting a war, 
it would not be right to hold a cele- 
brauon, but the people of Elba 
should at least show their apprecia- 
tion. 

The sign honoring the troops who 
are fighting in the war is being pre 
pared, Mayor Fred Moore told the 
council. The City is still collecting 
names for this board. Families with 
relatives in the war zone can get a 
name added by calling city hall. 
When it is completed, family mem 
bers will be invited to join city offi- 
cials for a group picture that will be 
forwarded to all military personnel 
listed on the sign, along with an offi 
cial letter of thanks from the City of 
Elba 

Moore told the council that a new 
recycling plan must be submitted to 
the state by the end of the month, He 
noted state officials had turned down 


the county-wide plan submitted sev- 
cral weeks ago 

Cecelia Meeks, representing 
Southeast Alabama Regional Plan- 
ning and Development, reported to 
the council on the projects the organ- 
izauion had completed for Elba and 
surrounding towns during the past 
year. She also had some suggestions 
for a successful recycling project. 

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey 
told the council that Elba police had 
responded to 340 complaints since 


his last report a month ago. This in- 
cluded 12 traffic accidents; 40 traffic 
citations, including two for DUT; and 
14 criminal arrest. 

During this same period of time 
the animal control officer has im- 
pounded 26 dogs. Six of these were 
sold and three returned to their own- 
ers. 

Hanchey took time to voice a 
word of praise for officer Donnie 
Byrd who has been working with the 
drug task force. The chief noted that

During the course of the discus- 
sion, it was noted that it would be 
awful hard to take the "politics" out 
of the hiring but this action would at 
least make citizens aware of the fact 
that a job opening does exist.

Elba's W & E Board seeking funds

The Elba Water and Electric 
Board on Tuesday evening heard 
from representatives of First Com- 
mercial Bank of Birmingham on a 
number of options available to fi- 
nance a massive reworking of the en- 
lire water system, 

Murry Vaughan, ‘Vice President 
Investment Division of the Birming- 
ham facility and an Elba native, told 
board members what his firm could 
do to help fund the work. He also ex- 
plained the related cost of the op- 
tions available. 


Last month the board heard from 
an engineering firm on three upgrade 
options, actually three levels of over- 
haul, and is presently studying the 
three options to decide which will 
better serve the long range needs of 
the people of Elba. 

The project could take over a year 
to finish if the full project is adopted 
and cost would probably exceed $1 
million dollars. The smaller upgrade, 
which would do the things absolute- 
ly required to supply minimun wate 
needs, would cost slightly over 1/2 
million dollars, according to the en- 
gineering report. This is the part that

Historical Society seeks to restore jail

The Pea River Historical & Gene- 
alogical Society of Coffee County, 
in a meeting last week, voted to ac- 
cept the county commission's offer 
of the old jail facility in Elba. Com 
missioner Robert Stephens had pro 
posed to the commission that the of 
fer be made. 

Judge Marion Brunson, who is 
serving as president of the organiza 
tion this year, said that “The organi 
zation is very much interested in re 
sioring the old jail facility as a 
historical attraction in Colfee 
County.” 

“It certainly has possibilities,” the 
judge continued, “The old jail build 
ing could be restored to serve as a 
welcoming center for oOut-ol-town 
and out-of-state visitors to Coffee 
County.” : 

“Also,” he continued, “it could 
house a gift shoppe, a muscum and 
maybe even a reading room.” 

The judge also stated that it 
would also be appropriate to restore 
one or more of the jail cells for visi 
tors to see. They could see how pris 
oners were housed in the “old days.” 

“Manpower to slalf and operate 
the facility would have to be sup 
plied by volunteers from the local 
(Elba) area,” said Brunson 

"The Society has three such facil 
ities in the Enterprise area and they 
are manned by our ‘Senior Citizens 


who are retired’ and it works real 
well,” said Judge Brunson, 

“The decision as to whether or 
not the Historical Society accepts the 
facility,” ‘said Brunson, “will depend 
on whether or not sufficient staffing 
personnel can be obtained.” 

A decision will have to be made 
on go or no go by the end of Febru- 
ary. 
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Anyone wishing to volunteer 
their services or obtain additional in- 
formation may contact Judge Marion 
Brunson at §97-2211 on Tuesdays 
and Thursdays or at 347-2688 on 
Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays. 

The old jail could proved to be a 
very valuable and worthwhile histor- 
ical attraction for both downtown 
Elba and Coffee County. 
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Judge Brunson surveys the old county jail facility in Elba with the expecta 
tion that the Pea River Historical Society will restore it as a landmark of 
Coltce County's rich history. Volunteers will be needed to man the facility

Board members voted to meet 
with the engineer in two weeks to 
ret more detailed information on the 
various options. 

A resolution was passed request- 
ng First Alabama Bank refund 
$45,000 in funds presently paid into

In other business the utility board 
approved payment of bills totaling 
$15,879.14. This included some $7 
or $8 thousand in one time repair 
charges, cic, 

Board members also reviewed a 
list of delinquent accounts. Mayor 
Fred Moore said the department had 
been instucted to be understanding 
while collecting accounts since the 
{lood, but that was necessarily com- 
ing to a halt and they would be get- 
ling back to the pre-flood standards 
of regular payments from everyone. 
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qualified than the persons who gets 
the job, there's going to be pressure 
upplied to that department head.

All of the commissioners agreed 
that politics should be taken out of 
the hiring process, but they were 
skeptical as to whether it would ever 
really happen; however, they did 
think that this was a step in the right 
direction. 

A concern was expressed on the 
legality and as to whether or not the 
commission possessed the ability to 
enact and enforce this action. 

Commissioner Dubose indicated 
that the commission does control the 
budget allocations to various depart- 
ments and that could go a long way 
in getting department heads’ atten- 
tion. 

Crittenden’s motion was carried 
by the commission. 

County Engineer Mark Pool pre- 
sented the commission with a pro- 
posed amendment to. the highway 
department's 1991 FY budget. 

In Pool's new amended budget, 
based on the past three months, he 
projected the revenue to be generat- 
ed to’ amount to $2,860,218 
$230,460 less than the previous bud- 
get estimate. 

He attributed this variation to the 
rising cosi in fuel (people buying 
less), estimations were high on 
funds to be received from State 
EMA & Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency for repairing flood 
damaged roads and bridges, and 
funds left from 1990 were less than 
estimated, 


Pool trims $230,460 
from county hi-way 
dept. budget. 


Pool trimmed $230,460 from his 
1991 estimated expenditures with 
the bulk being taken from SCS (Soil 
‘Conservation Service) Projects 
($106,820 to $76,395) and debt re- 
tirement ($879,363 to $528,609). 

The amount budgeted for con- 
struction equipment repair was 
upped by $40,000 and an adjustment 
of an additional $10,700 for new 
equipment purchases was made. 

Commissioners approved the re- 
vised budget as. proposed by Pool. 

Prior to adjournment, the com- 
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mission voted to except J. Kinson 
Cook Construction Company's bid 
of $578,000 for the construction of 
the new Department of Human Re- 
sources building. This is the same 
company presently building the new 
county jail in New Brockton. They 
are based in Tallahassee, Florida. 

The new facility is to be built on 
land adjoining the new Coffee 
County Health Department building 
located on Hwy. 167 just north of 
Enterprise. 

Late last year, there was some de- 
lay in getting all the Icgalitics 
squared away, clearing the way for 
the construction of the new DHR fa- 
cility and it had to be re-bid. In the 
end, this resulted in a $17,000 cost 
savings in the proposed construction. 
The previous bid was for $595,000. 

Other items of business coming 
before the commission were as fol- 
lows: 

***Posiponed the opening of bids on 
the disposition of the old jail facility 
and Department of Human Resoure- 
es building until the March 11 mect- 
ing. 

*** Awarded the bid for 750 tons of 
milled asphalt to Couch inc. of Do- 
than. Their bid was $11.00 per ton - 
$8,250.00 total with the county to 
pick it up. The only stipulation made 
by the county was that the pick up 
would be made at the Enterprise 
Concrete Plant located in Level 
Plains or at Couch's stockpile on the 
"Boy Scout Road." 

***Bids for gas and fuel to be sent 
out and also for sheet piling to be 
upened at the next meeting, February 
25. 

***Votcd to re-bid encasement ex- 
tension and slope paving on three 
bridge sites. 


***Set millage rate for Advalorem 
Taxes to be as*follows: 7 mills for 
General Fund, 3.5 mills for Road & 
Bridge Fund and 5 mills for Coffee 
County Schools. This is the same as 
it has been in the past. 

***A fuel report for the month of 
January from the county's highway 
department revealed that the county 
vehicles burned 11,442 gallons of 
diesel, 3,359 gallons of gasoline, 
consumed 322 quarts of oil, 79 
quarts of transmission fluid, 228 
quarts of hydraulic fluid, and 60 
tubes of grease. This report included 
ALL county vehicles, not just the 
highway department vehicles and 
machinery.

This money can only be used for re- 


pairs to the old buildings or con 
struction of new facilities 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
told board members the pouring of 
foundations for the new schools had 
been delayed because rain had 
slowed the grading work for several 
days. Otherwise the project is mov- 
ing forward on schedule 

Two teachers had requested two 
days professional days leave to al- 
tend a workshop in Tuscaloosa 
Pearce recommended the leave and 
the board approved the action 

\ band ip, and the two school 
busses for transportation, to Fai- 
rhope was also approved 

John C, Windham discussed a gri 
vence policy relating to students and 
employees on federally funded pro 
jects which was proposed as a part 


of the board policies, After the dis- 
cussion, the superintendent recom- 
mended adoption and it was ap- 
proved 

Windham also informed the 
board members of a $6500 Chapter 1 
grant application, This is to help re- 
medial reading and math in grades 
one through six. 

Ed Cole was hired as a janitor in 
the high school, He resigned from a 
similar position in the clementary 
school several months ago. 

No action was taken on disposi- 
ion of the old school facilities, Con- 
cern by board members over federal 
funds for the flood damage was 
blamed for the delay. A possible 
closing of the files by Washington if 
the property were already deeded to 
the city concemed the board.

" A Prayer During War" 


Since January 16, 1991 this na- 
tion has once again been at war. For 
myself this has been a very real ex- 
perience as I was very young when 
the Vietnam War was going on. So | 
can somewhat understand many of 
our Church's childrens’ questions 
about why are we at war? Why can't 
there be peace? Those questions do 
not have easy answers... and I do not 
want to try to solve them. But I 
‘would like to direct our attention to 
the concerns we now have since we 
are at war, These are many such as 
the safety of our troops, the lives of 
our Prisoners of War, the allicd 
countrics who help us, the leaders of 
our nation and the greatest concern 
Saddam Hussein, 

The Bible is our "Blueprints 
Book" for every occasion in life. 
And even in war the Bible gives the 
reader advise that he or she can take 
heart! In TT Kings 18-19 & II 
Chronicles 32 the writers tell the 
story of a war between Assyria and 
Judah. King Sennacherib of Assyria 
had laid siege to the city of Jerusa- 
lem, Judah's capital and King Heze- 
kiah was doing his best to keep his 
people alive and be victorious. They 
too had obvious concerns for their 
fighting men and this ruthless warri- 
or in Sennacherib. , 

After all the physical preparations 
for war had been done by Hezekiah 
and his men... he then turned with 
the nation's prophet, Isaiah to make 
one final request to God concerning 
this war. This very child-like prayer 
is found in If Kings 19:15-19. The 
prayercontains some elements that 
we too should place in our prayers 
during this war. 


1, SOVEREIGNTY OF GOD 
(19:15) - Hezekiah knew that his 
God was ruler of all the Kingdoms, 
even King Sennacherib’s Assyria 
(whether Assyria recognized it or 
not!) 

2. THE CHARACTER OF THE EN- 
EMY (19:16) - Sennacherib had in- 
sulted the Nation of Judah with 
threats and he had no regard for their 
God. 

3. THE POWER OF THE ENEMY 
(19:17-18) - Hezekiah stated a very 
real fear, that is what this King had 
done to others and was claiming now 
to do the same to them. (These like 
ours were very real concerns.)

County faces another possible lawsuit

Marvin Wheeless with 
Associates of Dothan stated that 
“someone would be sued” if an 
agreeable solution is not reached. He 
was referring to the contract to build 
the new Department of Human Re- 
sources facility in Enterprise. 

As was reported last week in this 
newspaper, the contract has been 
awarded to J. Kinson Cook Con- 
struction Company of Tallahassee. 
Florida. GenCon had _ previously 
been awarded the contract to build 
the facility when it was a project of 
the Alabama State Department of 
Human Resources. This was done in 
September of 1990, 

A legal issue concerning who 
would hold title to the facility arose 
causing a delay in the start of con- 
struction. This matter also affected 
the financing of this project which 
involved federal funds. It was later 
determined that Coffee County 
should hold title to the building and 
lease it to the state agency. This 
would alleviate any possible prob- 
lem with receiving the matching fed- 
eral funds with which to construct 
the facility. 

Mr. Wheeless contends that An- 
drew P. Hornsby. Jr. Commissioner 
of the State of Alabama Department 
of Human Resources assured him in 
a letter dated November 7, 1990, 
“we are still planning to have your

firm (GenCon) construct this build- 
ing and will give you a proceed-to- 
work order just as soon as the legal 
issuc is resolved.” 

According to Coffee County Ad- 
ministrator Wilson Moblcy, the at- 
torneys with the State Board of Ex- 
aminers advised the county to re-bid 
the contract rather than use the bid 
contract price received by the state. 
This was the direction that the 
county took and the contract was 
once again put out for bid. 

Wheeless stated that he was told 
by state DHR officials that their at- 
torneys saw no problem with the 
county using the state's bid contract 
price to construct the facility. 

In the February 11 commission 
meeting, the commissioners voted to 
accept the low bid of $578,000 from 
J. Kinson Cook Construction. This 
price was $17,000 less than the con- 
tract price bid by GenCon. 

A letter dated February 13, 1991 
to the county's attorney, Warren 
Rowe, from GenCon's attomeys 
states that GenCon has incurred ex- 
penses in excess of $60,000 on the 
DHR facility contract and also, they, 
GenCon, were required to submit a 
payment and performance bond to 
the State of Alabama. According to 
Wheeless, the company paid 
$8,500.00 to secure the bond. 

The letter further stated that Mr. 
Wheeless' intentions are to attempt 


to enjoin from being entered into the 
contract between the county and J. 
Kinson Cook. Futhermore, he plans 
to enforce the contract that was orig- 
inally entered into with the State in 
September. 

Notice was served in the letter 
that the original contract is to hon- 
ored and that any subsequent acts 
which interfere with that agreement 
or which result in its breach, will re- 
sult in appropriate legal action by 
our client for all damages he (Whee- 
less) has incurred, 

The letter concluded, “We would 
appreciate the County's reconsidera- 
tion of their position in regards to’ 
this original contract and would re- 
quest a written response to this de- 
mand within five (5) days, to avoid 
the necessity of filing a lawsuit in 
this matter.” 

Wheeless said, "I have not re- 
ceived any official notification from 
anyone with the State of Alabama 
Department of Human Resources 
that our contract with them has been 
terminated,” 

A letter was written on December 
18, 1990, to DHR Commissioner 
Andrew Hormsby, Jr. requesting him 
to "advise GenCo of his intent as 
soon as possible” on the DHR build- 
ing to be built in Coffee County. 

Wheeless concluded with, “I just 
want what's right to be done in this 
matter - that’s all!”

Corps of Engineers & S.C.S. to conduct workshop

The Mobile District, U. S. Army 
Corps of Engineers, and the USDA 
Soil Conservation Service will be 
holding informal public workshops 
in Alabama and Florida to solicit 
public input for the comprehensive 
study of water resource problems 
and needs in the Choctawhatchee- 
Pea River Basins. 

The workshops are being held to 
inform the public of the study initia- 
tion and to solicit the public's held in 
defining the water resources prob- 
lems and needs they believe should 
be studied. Active participation by 
citizens, businesses and officials in 
the planning process for the study is 
important. 

The joint comprehensive study 
was authorized by Congress and pro- 
vides for an investigation and survey 
to address a full range of water re- 
sources and needs including flood 
-ontrol, water supply, water quality, 
recreation, fish and wildlife enhance- 
ment, erosion control, drought con- 
trol and allied purposes. 

The study will be conducted in 
two phases. The first phase is a 12- 
18 month federally funded recon- 
naissance phase. The purpose of the 
reconnaissance study is to identify 
water resource problems, needs and 
possible solutions and to develop the 
scope of the feasibility study. The 
second phase is a three year feasibili- 
ty phase which will require cost 
sharing with a non-federal sponsor. 
The purpose of the feasibility study

is to focus on alternative solutions 
that may lead to specific implemen- 
tations to address the problems and 
needs identified in the studies. 

The Choctawhatchee-Pea River 
Basins have a history of natural dis- 
asters and increasing water shortag- 
es. In 1988, the area was hit by a 
drought that caused heavy losses to 
the farming communities. The 
drought was followed by a record 
flood on March 16 and 17, 1990. 
The flood caused the Elba levee to 
break and damaged the Geneva lev- 
ee, This and other floods have 
caused severe damage to homes, 
businesses, roads, and utilities, re- 
sulting in“extensive monetary losses 
in the basins. 

To ensure all concerns are heard 
and addressed, from Bullock County 
Alabama to Choctawhatchee Bay in 
Florida, you are encouraged to at- 
tend one of the workshop being of- 
fered throughout the area, 

There will be a workshop con- 
ducted in Elba at the Army Re- 
serve Center on Monday, Febru- 
ary 25, 7:00 p.m.
